The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4 are allowed because none of the prior art alone or in combination teaches or 
suggests the particular subset of the process steps in forming a second insulation layer and 
etching the insulation layer to expose the contact plugs, depositing a material for cores into the 
etched portions of the second insulation layer to form the cores, selectively removing the second 
insulation layer to expose the cores, and depositing second metal lines on both sides of the cores 
to branch current to both sides of the cores.
